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THE PROSPECTS OF THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 


ATHER MORE than half of Mr. McKinley’s term having 
expired, and the national nominating conventions being 
but little more than a year distant, it is natural that the 
Republican party’s chance of securing a second lease of 

power should be widely discussed. Much, of course, may hap- 
pen during the nineteen months which intervene before Novem- 
her, 1900, and the political situation may be materially changed 
during the interval. It is conceivable, for instance, that the 
price of wheat might fall to figures that would mean ruin for 
the farmers, and that the present flourishing condition of our 
manufactures might be succeeded by a period of depression. 
\ssuming, however, that no change decisively affecting the 
national prosperity and the relative position of parties will occur, 
we may attempt to answer the question, Can the Republicans look 
forward to a second triumph at the ballot box? This question 
will be, naturally, considered from both a positive and a negative 
point of view. What claims, in other words, have the Republicans 
to a renewal of the people’s confidence, and to what extent may 
they expect to profit by the mistakes of their political opponents? 

The Republicans may fairly claim to have fulfilled most of 
the promises made in the programme put forth by their National 
Convention at St. Louis. They declared that their return to 
power would be followed by prosperity, and, whether it should 
be regarded as the effect of their measures or merely as a coinci- 
dence, it is certain that prosperity is here. In no twelvemonth 
since the Civil War have so many farm mortgages been paid 
off as during the year 1898. At no time has the volume of our 
native manufactures been so great, and the marked revival of 
business in this field has been followed by a general rise of wages. 
In every department of human labor, work is easily obtained, 
and well paid. Our export trade has reached dimensions never 
hefore exhibited by this or any other country; in this respect, 
the United States now rank considerably above Great Britain. 
Neither are our exports now confined, as they used to be, almost 
exclusively to raw products; we have become large exporters 
of manufactures, and, as regards locomotives and other com- 
modities fashioned of iron or steel, we seem destined to distance 
ail competitors. The revenue accruing from the Dingley tariff, 
supplemented by the fiscal measures rendered needful by the 
war with Spain, is increasing at so great a rate, that we may be 
enabled to meet all current expenditures without resorting to a 
new loan. If a new loan can be avoided, the McKinley Admin- 
istration will present to the taxpayers a highly creditable record 
from the financial viewpoint. Even if a moderate loan of, let 
us say, one hundred million dollars, should prove indispensable, 
this would impose upon our Treasury only a slight burden for 
interest and sinking fund; slight it may be fairly termed, in 
view of the expected expansion of our revenue. So far, there- 
fore, as the fiscal situation is concerned, the Republicans have 
no reason to fear criticism. One of the promises, however, 
made by the St. Louis Convention, that, namely, to reform the 
currency, has not yet been performed. We are told that certain 
steps will be taken in that direction during the first session of 
the Fifty-sixth Congress, but, at present, they seem likely to stop 
short of the measures advocated by the Gold Democrats in their 
Indianapolis Convention. On the whole, it seems probable that, 
if the prosperity now experienced shall last through 1900, the 
great body of the people will be satisfied if the currency be left 
substantially as it 1s 

How will the fortunes of the Republican party be affected 
by the outcome of the war with Spain? Not much light is 
thrown upon this question by the national history. The war 
with Mexico, although equally successful, and, also, productive 
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of great territorial gains, does not offer a precise analogue. 
The general election of 1848 took place considerably less than 
a year after peace with Mexico was concluded at Guadeloupe 
Hidalgo: the general election of 1900 will take place more than 
two years after the signing of the protocol which virtually ended 
the war with Spain. On the other hand, the war with Spain, 
being undertaken for the philanthropic purpose of liberating 
Cuba, was popular throughout the United States, whereas the 
war with Mexico was regarded with bitter disapproval by a 
majority of our citizens living north of Mason and Dixon’s 
line. Nevertheless, it is certain that the Democratic party, 
which had made and carried through the war with Mexico, 
would have profited at the ballot box by the prestige resulting 
from success, and would have elected its candidate, Lewis Cass, 
to the Presidency in 1848, but for the division in its ranks and 
the consequent loss of the State of New York. It is well known 
that the Barn-burner candidate, Martin Van Buren, received 
that year more votes in the Empire Commonwealth than were 
cast for the nominee of the national Democratic party. So far, 
then, as the precedent furnished by 1848 offers any help at all 
to a forecast of the results of the election in 1900, it must be 
viewed as favorable to the prospects of the Republicans. It is a 
much more honorable thing to have beaten Spain in ninety days 
than it was to beat Mexico in a much longer period and at a 
much greater loss of life. Gallant as was the behavior of the 
American troops under General Zachary Taylor, and memorable 
as was the march of the small army under General Scott from 
Vera Cruz to the City of Mexico, they can hardly be compared 
as achievements destined to figure in history with the annibila- 
tion of the two Spanish fleets at Cavite and near Santiago. The 
war with Spain, when the magnitude of the military and naval 
forces encountered is considered in connection with the quick- 
ness and completeness of the victory attained, must be acknowl- 
edged to reflect remarkable lustre on the Administration by 
which it was conceived and prosecuted. If an election for 
President could have been held immediately after the signing 
of the peace treaty, there is, we suppose, no doubt that Mr. 
McKinley would have been re-elected by an overwhelming 
majority. It is true that certain incidents and results of the 
contest have caused, to a limited extent, a reaction of public 
opinion. The evidence adduced before a court of inquiry must 
be held to have brought home to the commissary department 
gross negligence in the matter of the food furnished to our 
soldiers in the field. It should be possible, however, to fix re- 
sponsibility for the grievous shortcomings disclosed upon a par- 
ticular offender, and, if he be rigorously dealt with, it would be 
unreasonable to hold President McKinley responsible for the 
offence of a subordinate. Passing to the legacies of the war, 
we cannot but admit the existence of a serious difference of 
opinion with relation to the method of dealing with one of 
them; it is, of course, the Philippines that we have in mind. 
The Democratic party, through its spokesmen in the Senate, 
has declared that we ought to rid ourselves of those islands as 
speedily as possible, and two Republican Senators, who have, 
apparently, a considerable following in New England, are com- 
mitted to the same view. ‘There is no reason to believe, how- 
ever, that either Senator Hoar or Senator Hale will go to the 
length of deserting the Republican party because the policy of 
retaining the Philippines for an indefinite period is approved at 
its national convention. As a matter of fact, the Democrats 
who favor the retention of those islands far exceed in number 
the Republicans who desire to renounce them. 

We may take for granted, then, that the Republicans in 
1900 will present a solid front. They will not be split upon 
the Philippines question, nor upon any other issue. All the 
Republicans who cared more for the free coinage of silver at 
16 to 1 than for their party allegiance were lost in 1896. There 
will be no further defection from the Republican standard on 
that score. It is on the other hand, far from certain that the 
Democrats will be equally unanimous. If the free coinage of 
silver at the ratio named is again made the principal plank in 
the Democratic platform, as we may now assume it will be, we 
are likely to witness a much larger secession of Sound Money 
Democrats than took place in 1896. It is a great mistake to 
suppose that, in that year, all the Democrats who believed in 
a gold standard voted either for McKinley or else for Palmer. 
It is probable that the seceders were greatly outnumbered by 
those Sound Money Democrats who remained reluctantly in the 
party ranks, believing that they should be able to defeat in Con- 
gress any monetary legislation of which they should disapprove. 
Not a few Democratic Senators might be named who voted for 
Bryan, but who, had Bryan been elected, would have “pposed 
a bill for the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 tol. At 
present in our Eastern States, if not throughout the country, 
the silver plank is much less acceptable than it was when the 
last Democratic National Convention put it forward, and, should 
it be placed again in the front of the Democratic platform, a 
large number of Democrats, who remained faithful in 1896, are 
likely to recognize the necessity of destroying it once for all. 

As regards the candidates of the Republican party, it seems 
to be settled that the former ticket shall remain unchanged. 
That Mr. Hobart has made an admirable Vice-President is 
universally acknowledged; indeed, we should have to revert 
to the earlier days of the Republic to find his equal among 
the occupants of the office.
